NEARLY THOUSAND ATTEND. 



Whole C.O.T.C. Turns Out, Be- 
side Several Hundred Other 
Undergraduates.

With the thermometer close to the 
freezing point and the sun obscured 
by very threatening clouds, several 
hundred turned out on Saturday to 
see the boys from II. M.S. Carnarvun 
trim the recently organized Met; I II 
team In a very close game of English 
liugby. Despite the fact that the air 
was su raw, und that It appeared to 
be about to rain, there were 354 paid 
admissions beside the representation 
from the buttle cruiser and the entire 
C.O.T.C. contingent, which probably i,, 
brought the total up close to a thous- I' 
and. The H. V. C, had a small dele- 
gation on the stuuds as usual, an. I 
they proved to be good sports by Join- 
ing In the singing when "Alma Muter" 
was sung between the halves. Lieut. 
W. 10. Dutiton, Arts '17, who was In- 
valided back from France suffering 
from shell shuck, came out to see the 
game. Col. Starke, commander of the 
C.O.T.C. was at the head of the con- 
tingent for the first time this session. 

The sailors did not turn out In as 
large numbers as was expected, but 
there was quite a delegation of the of- 
ficers present. A feature of the event 
was the unexpectedly good cheering 
of the McQIII section as represented 
by the C.O.T.C. "Hill" Hughes lined 
up the. men for the rooting, an«J pro- 
duced a fine cheer section despite the 
fact that a lHrge part of the men were 
Freshmen, who had never had occasion 
to give the McOIll yell before. Dur- 
ing the game Hill had them giving the 
nld football yell on every spectacular 
play, and put a lot of "pep" Into the 
demonstration. The yells were divid- 
ed pretty well between the McOIll 
team and the visitors, as the Navy 
men proved themselves < clean sports 
from the first, and the stands appre- 
ciated the fact. Between the halves. 
"Hail Alma Mater" wan sung. It wits 
very encouraging to hear such a vol- 
ume of sound on the old song, especi- 
ally since things have looked lately 
as If all the men had forgotten that 
such a melody existed. The action of 
the C.O.T.C. in parading to the Sta- 
dium seemed to be appreciated by 
everyone. ,| A great ovation was giv- 
en Lt. Dunton when It was discov- 
ered that he was In the stands. 

As for the game itself, it was not 
what could be properly called good 
football in any sense of the word. The 
team work of both sides was not car- 
ried out to anything like the proper 
degree, while the Individual work was 
pretty ragged at times. The McOIll 
team were the worst for team work, 
but as In^viduals, outshone the wear- 
ers of the blue and yellow. 

In the early stages of the game the 
McOIll team work was particularly 
poor, and snrne fine chances were 
spoiled by the runners failing to pass 
at the right time or _ not passing at 
all. Our men were over-anxious at 
first, and fumbled nearly everything 
that came their way, but tightened tip 
as the game progressed and overcame 
that fault fairly well. Allan Clark and 
Upham were the most spectacular of 
the McOIll players, hut were inclinai 
to hold the ball too long on their runs. 
Busby was the steadiest player. He 
Rhone particularly well when McOill 
was In a tight place. There were no 
outstanding stars on the Carnarvon's 
line-up, but there was team play on 
every occasion. The sailon boys had 
the advantage of having played to- 
gether and by playing the ball for- 
ward to touch combined to make a 
game with which the huskier MrOIII 
hoys were unable to cope. The McGill 
team managed to keep the score close 
and certainly deserve a lot of credit 
for putting up the game they did with 
only two practices. 

The game opened with the Mrfiill 
team on edge and apparently more fit 
than their opponents. The ball went to 
Carnarvon territory almost Immedi- 
ately, and hovered from there to cen- 
tre field. Allan Clark made a fine 
run of about thirty yards, but was 
downed only »a few yards from the 
goal, and the hall was carried out of 
danger by Carnarvon. McOill serum 
wns poor, but the hacks were playing 
a fair individual game, although they 
seemed to forget that It. was English 
Rugby, and not Canadian that they 
were playing. Busby got the ball on 
the twenty-five yard line, and made a 
great run, just managed to get across 
the lia»- near touch. The goal was 
not kicked. Score was 3 to 0 for Mr- 
fiill. Carnarvon took the aggressive 
on the klckoff. Allan Clark made a 
long run to carry the hall out of Mc- 
Oill territory, but slipped after going 
about thirty yards. In the scrum, Mc- 
Oill seems to have got weaker and 
weaker, and Carnarvon was getting 
the ball frequently.. Carnarvon kick- 
ed the ball past the goal and McGill 
was toKed lo kirk from their 2"> yard 
line. Carnarvon scored and kicked the 
goal. Srore. Tito 3 for Carnarvon, 
rjpham made a fine run shortly arier 
th.- kick-off, but the fumbling of his 
teammates spoilt it. McOill did not 
follow Up the kicks, und Carnarvon 
kicked the ball into Mrfiill territory 
again and srored.

McGill men serving with the Brit- 
ish forces at the front continue to re- 
ceive decorations for gallant service 
at the front. The latest to be hon- 
oured are Capt, Hoy Aubrey Spencer. 
Scl. '14. and Lieut. Allan E, Thomp- 
son, Med, '13. Singularly enough, 
both these gentlemen are members 
of the Knights of the Hound Table. 

Captain Spencer has been awarded 
the Military Cross for the following 
exploit, as related by the London 
Gazette: "During five successive 
nights, he patrolled No Man's Land in 
order to locale a mine gallery, and 
then wrecked it." Capt. Spencer, af- 
ter graduation with the class of 
Science '14, took u post graduate 
course for the degree of Master of 
Science, being engaged in special work 
In the [forest Products Laboratories 
on University street. His thesis for 
the M.Sc. degree wns on timber. 

In January last Cnpt. Spencer en- 
listed at Pembroke, Ont., with No. 2 
Tunnelling Company. A month lat- 
er he went overseas as a lieutenant, 

crossing to France within a compara* 
lively short time. Home months ago 
he was promoted to the rank of„ rap- 
tain. In 1916 Capt. Spencer took his 
lieutenant's certificate In the McOill 
Contingent, C.O.T.C., being previous- 
ly a non-commissioned officer. He 
was a sergeant in the auxiliary bat- 
talion of the C.O.T.C in the first 
year of Its ex'.itence, and proved a 
most efficient non-commlssloned of- 
ficer. Since he went overseas, Capt. 
Spencer has been several times men- 
tioned for his good work in the field. 
Ills home is in (jlace Bay, N.H.

Dunton states there 
are good positions vacant In the medi- 
cal and dental corps for McQUl stu- 
dents. Things were going fine at the 
Somme, when he left in the latter 
part of July. He suld he was meet- 
ing McOill boys all the time he was 
in London. 

Don. McKarlane, Scl. '17, who was 
signalling officer of the McOIll C. O, 
T. O, Is now signalling officer with 
the First Divisional Artillery Brigade, 
and Is buck from the Somme on 12 
days' leave to London. 

Steve Allan, Arts '17, left for France 
recently with the It. C. B.'s, having 
been In England only about one month. 

Capt. Oeorge McDonald, who went 
over In command of the 2nd Univer- 
sity Company, Is now Staff Officer 
of the 7th Canadian Infantry Brigade. 
He returned to England ubout two 
weeks ago, having been pretty badly 
wounded in the right arm in the 
Nomine region. 

Lieut. Eric Erwin, P.I'.C.L.I., has 
been wounded, and is in Kamsgate 
Hospital. He Is getting on fine, and 
should be back In Canada soon. 

Lieut. Alex. Orlgg, who went over 
with the 3rd Universities Company, is 
now In command of the 7th Brigade, 
Trench Mortar Battery. 

Normy Williamson, ex-McOill toot 
ball player, who went over with the 
McGill Hospital Corps, is now In Lon- 
don on leave. Williamson has been 
serving in the navy on a destroyer. 

Lieut. Geo. Currle. M.C., P.I'.C.L.I., 
is In London on leave, looking very 
fit. Dr. Fraser Gurd, Med. '09, is also 
on leave. 

Monty Montgomery and Bern. Tin- 
ling, who went over with the McGill 
Hospital Corps, have been assigned 
commands with the 42nd Battalion in 
France. 

J. B. Rutherford, Arts '18. also is 
in London on leave. 

Lieut. Dunton was president of the 
class of Arts '17 In Its second year in 
the University when he enlisted for 
active service with the First Univer- 
sities Company formed to reinforce 
the Princess Patricia's Light' Infantry 
then considerably weakened through 
losses received in uctlon in France, 
and possessing no permanent recruit- 
ing station in Canada. Lieut. Dunton 
was one of the first students to join 
the C.n.T.r. when it was reorgan- 
ized under Major A. C. Geddes. Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy. He showed such 
proficiency as a soldier thai he was. 
after a short period, recommended for 
a commission, and became command- 
er of platoon No. 2 In "A" Company. 
The other officers of the First Uni- 
versities Company were Capt. George 
Barclay, Lieut. A. A. Wanklyn, Lieut. 
W. E. C. irwln, and Lieut. 0, A. 
Pope. All these have been casual- 
ties, Lleuts. Wanklyn and Pope hav- 
ing been killed. 

It was not until some months after 
he arrived in England that Lieut. 
Dunton was permitted to go to 
France. He was placed in charge of 
the P.I'.C.L.I depot in ICngland. and 
while there met with a motorcycle ac- 
cident which placed him In hospital 
for a short time. This summer Lieut. 
Dunton was reported missing nfter an 
action in which the Pats took part, 
anil it was not for some time that he 
was located In u French hospital suf- 
fering from a severe case of shell- 
Rhork. He was deaf and dumb for 
two weeks. 

Lieut. Dunton would give to McGill 
Oally only meagre details of his own 
experiences overseas. He feels quite 
keenly t.'.e recruiting situation, and 
says that many McGill men In Kngland 
asked him to make known to the pres- 
ent undergraduates the acuteness of 
the need for further men.

UNDERGRADS. HEALTHY. 

Up to the end of last week five 
hundred ami fifteen students have 
passed throunh the medical examin- 
er's office. 

Of this number only twenty have 
been declared medically unfit for all 
types of military drill. In addition to 
these there are twenty -four students 
■who are unfit for exceptionally heavy 
■work, and who will only be permitted 
to take the military drill until the 
Christmas, vacation. 

Four etudents are temporarily un- 
fit, which makes a total of only forty- 
eight out of five hundred and fifteen 
whose ability to take the military drill 
was questioned t.y the medical direc- 
tor.

ALCOHOL FROM SAWDUST. 

The manufacture of alcohol from 
sawdust and other wood waste, for 100 
years the ambition of chemists, has 
been proven by the Wisconsin forest 
products laboratory to be not only 
chemically possible, but commercially 
profitable. After nearly five years of 
experimentation, a method haR been 
evolved whereby, under reasonably fa- 
vorably conditions, ethly alcohol may- 
be produced for 20 cents per gallon. 
Under more Ideal conditions, as out- 
lined by r. W. Kressmann. chemist 
in charge of the experiments here, 
the cost of production may be reduc- 
ed to between 13.7 and 18.S cents. The 
cost of making grain alcohol from 
corn is about 40 cents per gallon. The 
consumer, of course, pays still more 
because of the added costs of trans- 
portation and selling. 

Two large plants are already engag- 
ed In making alcohol from wood 
waste. One, located In Louisiana, re- 
cently changed Its methods to con- 
form with the newest Improvements In 
process as pointed out by the experi- 
ments here. A number of other plants 
are reported to be arranging to adopt 
the Wisconsin process. 

"One of the chief concerns of the 
forest service," «ays F. W. Kress 
mann. "In Instituting the experiments, 
with sawmill waste, was to find a 
substitute for grain in the manufac- 
ture of alcohol spirit. Grain, of, 
course, Is primarily a food product, 
and should he used as such." 

The old hands are being used to a ' 
great extent in the trawling fleets of 
England. The captain of a recently 
launched vessel was seventy odd 
years, and the boy was aged sixty- 
two. The average age of the rest of 
the crew was about sixty-seven. 



THE COMET 




Some time ago. In looking through 
an old volume of short stories, ea- 
st.} s, and pieces of poetry, written 
about the middle of the nineteenth 
century. 1 came upon a story which 
interested me very much. It was en- | 
titled "The Comet," and I will relate 
it here In my own words.

The "college campus ' 
vas filled with merry, Jesting groups I 
if his companions, and everything 
here was life and Joy. The lonely 
tudent had no part with them. He

■d to him to be an existence of Inac- 
Ivlty, of quiet and rest was dreary 
nd comfortless. Nothing else but 
his abandoning of his hopes for re- 
iose for labour troubled him. As 
:e had been an orphan from early In- 
'ancy, and was alone in the world, he 
ad no strong ties to bind him to 
arth. He had struggled hard to ob- 
:iln an education.— too hard, — and, 
fter succeeding thus far In his cher- 
hed hopes, he must yield to the In- 
vitable, and give up the career which 
le had planned for himself. H was 
.urd.

The splendour of sunset faded from 
he sky. The dusk of evening deepr 
ned Into night, and still the student 
at at his window. He saw the stars 
ome out In the blue depths of the 
ky, and, as he gazed, he presently be- 
eld In all Its brilliancy the comet 
.'hich was then visiting this planet, 
l'o-nlght It seemed more brilliant 
han before, but from Its position In 
•egard to the sun, one could tell that 
t would soon be seen no more. It 
.vos departing on Its mysterious Jour- 
îey to other spheres. 

As the student watched the comet, 
he Idea of Its greatness and won- 
erful splendour filled his mind, "Yet," 
bought he, "how erratic seems Its 
tireer, and where now, I wonder, will 
t go, having fulfilled Its time of so- 
ourn here. I suppose It will continue 
o plunge on In Its wild, ungoverned 
ourse." 

As these thoughts filled the sal- 
ient's mind, there seemed to come 
nick to him a reply to his question- 
ings. It was scarcely more than a 
.vhlsper. and yet was distinct above 
ho rustling of the trees and the laugh- 
er and talk below. 

"Do you think," It said, "that my 
•ourse is a mere wandering, that I 
nove only at random, guided by my 
iwn will? Were this true I would 
■ver be doubtful, and uncertain. I 
would be In perplexity as you yourself 
now are. No. I travel only as direct- 
ed by a power greater than my own. 
My Journeys, however much so they 
may seem, are not purposeless. I 
îave my duties to fulfil as well as 
■ou have, although mine are of a na- 
ture which you could not comprehend. 
' know that everything Is right, even 
though It may seem at first confu- 
sion and chaos. And so may you feel. 
You do not wish to die because you 
feel that you cannot endure a life in 
which there is nothing to aspire to. 
But do not think that when you leave 
this earth your work Is ended. You 
have your mission to fulfil as well as 
1. Your work In this sphere 1h fin- 
ished, you must now continue in your 
orbit on Into greater fields of actlv- 
Ty. You will understand It all when 
t Is the will of our Father that you 
should do so. Can you not trust Him 
who has nlways guided you, and who 
knows the needs of your soul far bet- 
ter than you yourself can know 
them? He wll not let youn wander 
alone In a dreary unknown. All the 
boondless space Is Ills, nnd He is ev- 
erywhere In It. Be guided by Him 
and all will he well." 

The voice ceased. The evening wind 
breathed softly, the stars shone, and 
the comet swept Its trail majestically 
across the heavens. Upon the spirit 
of the student came calm and repose. 
Ills soul had received the comfort It 
had sought from this .communion with 
the traveller of the skies. No longer 
had he any regret or sadness in leav- 
ing this world. He could now trust 
In the wisdom of his Maker that he 
would not be left comfortless and 
alone. 

Two weeks Inter nnd the comet was 
no longer seen In the heavens. An- 
other glorious sunset and beautiful 
evening looked down upon the earth, 
but the student was not now at his 
window. The winds breathed softly 
over him as he lay. for with the comet 
his soul, too, had departed on Its mys- 
terious Journey which Is beyond the 
power of humanity to trace; but the 
deep calm and repose on his pale 
features told that all was well with 
him. and that his communion with the 
wonderful comet had not been In vain.

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national Institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding this, 
Its object and the work It Is accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The College Is a Government Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions in all branches of 
military science to Cadets and Officers of 
the Canadian Militia, Inl fact. It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military Instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is In addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects 
which form such an Important part of 
the College course. Medical attendance 
is also provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training In 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
-and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the im- 
perial service and Canadian Termanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the T,aw So- 
ciety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- 
emptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three years 
In three terms of !>'4 months each. 

The total cost of the course, Including 
board, uniform, Instructional material, 
and ail extras Is about iMft. 

The annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, takes place In 
May of each year, at the headquarters o 
the several military districts.

.1. T. Ferguson fJa'RT" a'twwt" 
perlntendent of Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church, lie was born 
in <'upur, Flfeshire, Scotland, on Oc- 
tober 3, 1XK2. and there received the 
earlier part of his education. In 1004 
he came to Canada with his parents, 
and continued his education nt the 
publie and high schools of Nelson. 
U.C.. where he took the Ciovernor- 
Qeneral'a medals for proficiency three 
times. 

After spending a year In fnrm work 
in Alberta and Mrlllsh Columbia, he 
came to McGill University, where he 
entered the Faculty of Arts. A bril- 
liant student, he distinguished him- 
self in mathematics and philosophy. 
During one of his vacations he work* 
eil as an assistant electrician in a 
manufacturing plant In Calgary. He 
was graduated In 1HI4, and after tak- 
ing a Normal School course in Cal- 
gury. became a public school teacher 
at Anthill and Sunbeam in Alberta. 
In Januàry, 1»1B, Pte, Ferguson en- 
listed In the 5th Universities Com- 
pany, ami left on overseas service In 
April. He was among the reinforce- 
ments sent to France early In June, 
after the third battle of Ypres.
